The foregoing account of Receipts and Expenditures 
of the Road, with the vouchers for the same, have 
been fully examined and authenticated by a Commit- 
tee of the Directors, appointed for this purpose. 



DBXERIORATiaK AND OOKTINaENT ACCOUNT. 

The Deterioration and Contingent Account is 
$30,798,34, which is invested in account of Wood 
and Oil, and Stock in Machine Shops, now on hand, 
a specification of which is appended to this Report. 

BAILROAD EEPAIBS. 

There has been laid during the year fifty tons of 
new iron, and 241 tons of old iron, which had been 
re-manufactured; 254 tons of rails have also been 
taken firom the track, welded anew at the ends, 
and relaid; and 26.224 railroad sleepers have been 
taken up, and new sleepers substituted in their place. 

A continuation of the labor and expenditure of re- 
laying the track is now annually required, to an 
amount probably not less than the past year's ex- 
penditure. 

A table, showing the number of sections, rails, sleep- 
ers, frogs, switches bridges, crossings, cattle-guards, 
&c., of the Boad,'is appended to this Report. It pre- 
s^ats, in brief form, a full description of the track, 
and embodies much useful information as a guide to 
its care and management. 

FURNITURE OP THE ROAD. 

The Furniture, or Rolling Stock of the Road, has 
been kept in such a state of repair, and such addi- 
tions have been made to it, a3 fully to meet any de- 
preciation. 

A new first class Locomotive has been purchased 
during the year, ba stated in the foregoing account, at 
an expense of $8,925. 
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There have been built during the year six new long 
covered cars, and seventeen new long platform cars, 
in place of twenty-five cars that had become unfit for 
use. The present number of cars is thus less, by two, 
than last year, but by substituting long instead of 
short cars, we have equal to four long cars more than 
last year. 

About twenty of the long covered cars are nearly 
new, and in excellent condition, and the remainder 
are in good running order. Our long platform cars 
have been most of them built new within four years. 
One hundred new axles, weighing two hundred and 
sixty pounds each, and two hundred and fifty new 
wheels, have been placed under our cars, and as many 
old axles and wheels taken out. 

A new Passenger Car is nearly completed, and ad- 
ditions have also been made to gravel and hand-cars. 

VALUATION OF FURNITURB. 

The Directors have deemed it desirable to cause an 
examination to be made into the state and condition 
of the Furniture of the Road, with an inventory arid 
appraisal of the same, by a disinterested committee 
appointed for the purpose, who were fully informed 
as to the value of such property. 

They therefore appointed Thomas S. Willums, of 
Boston, formerly civil engineer, and for many years 
Superintendent of the Boston and Maine Railroad ; 
Cyrus W. Baldwin, of Manchester, agent and over^ 
seer of Amoskeag Locomotive Works, and William 
M. Kimball, of Lawrence, building and lumber agent 
of the Essex Company, assisted by Charles Ranlet, of 
Meredith Bridge, car builder, to make such inventory 
and appraisal, with special instructions that the prop- 
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erty should be placed at its lowest cash value, accord- 
ing to the state of repair in which it should be found. 
Their report is annexed, and shows a highly satis- 
factory state of the equipment of the Road, and will 
be a valuable document for future reference.

STOCK IN BIACHINE SHOPS, AND WOOD AND OTHER ARTICJiES 

ON HAND. 

The same committee have appraised the Stock in 
the Machine Shops, and Wood and other articles on 
hand belonging to the Eoad at the close of its finan- 
cial year, on the 31st of March last. 

The items are specified, and the committee certify- 
that the several articles on hand, to the amount 
enumerated, are suited to, and necessary for, the wants 
of the Road. The property thus appraised consists of

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This appraisal is made at its lowest valaation, and 
the caminittee report ^ that they have no hesitation in 
saying that it could not be replaced by the Boad at a 
less amount in cash." 

The Surplus Fund of the Road should be sufficient 
to cover the Stock in the Machine Shops^ and Wood 
and Oil, and materials for Road Repairs necessary to 
be kept permanently on hand. This was formerly 
the case ; but this fund was, a few years since, reduced 
by an extra dividend to a small amount, and it has 
since accumulated only to $30,798,34. 

MANCHESTER DEPOTS. 

At our last Annual Report the Company was in 
debt towards rebuilding the Manchester Depots in the 
sum of $27,477,99. Additional bills not included in 
said sum have been paid, amounting to $2,211,22, mak- 
ing the total indebtedness on that account $29,689,21. 

By the last Annual Report it was named that this 
expenditure ^ inust be provided for, either by an in- 
crease of the Capital Stock of the Road to that 
amount, or might be charged to earnings, to be distri- 
buted by instalments through successive years." The 
Directors were of opinion it was not for the interest 
of the Road to increase the Capital Stock to meet 
this outlay, and the surplus of the present year, 
$21,447, has been applied in payment of this indebt- 
edness, so that it is now reduced to the sum of 
$8,242,21, as a charge on future income.

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PROPORTION OF PASSENGER AND FREIQHT BUSINESS^ AND COM- 
PARATIVE EXPENSE OP EACH. 

From an examination of the account of receipts 
presented by us, and from the above statistical tables, 
it will be seen that a much less portion of the income 
of the Road is derived from Passengers than from 
Freight. 

The receipts from Passengers were $120,787,02; 
while from Freight they amount to $207.403,64 ; and 
the number of miles run by Passenger Trains were 
76,401 ; while those of Freight Trains were 133,104. 

Where the income of a Road is thus largely made 
up from Freight, the expense of operation, on any 
given amount of receipts, is much greater than where 
the receipts are mainly from passengers. 

The disproportion is much increased where the 
Freight is not local, but is brought, for the most part, 
from connecting Roads ; and the comparative expense 
is still greater where the Freight is from remote dis- 
tances, in which case it is but slightly remunerative. 

The local Freight the past year on the Concord 
Road was 65,955 tons, as appears from the foregoing 
table, while that received in connection with Upper 
Roads was 216,649 tons, much of which was from long 
distances. 

OTHER CIRCUMSTANCES TO BE CONSmERED IN COMPARISOlf 

OP ROADS. 

These circumstances are always to be taken into 
consideration, in the comparison of expenses of diflFer- 
ent Roads, together with various other circumstances ; 
such as any disproportion in dead weight carried over 
the Road ; the number of Trains required to be run ; 
whether the Road is charged with the expense of 
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maintaining a double or single track, and the effect of 
legislation in different States, on the charges required 
to be embraced in Road expenditures. 

The taxes on the capital stock of Railroads in New- 
Hampshire are charged against the corporation, and 
are paid by them into the State Treasury. A portion 
of this tax is retained by the State, and the remainder 
is distributed by the State to the towns through which 
the Boad is located. In other States this tax is 
charged against the individual who owns the stock, 
and is not embraced in the accounts of the Eoad. 

The annual tax against the Capital Stock of the 
Concord Bailroad has averaged two thirds of one per 
cent. In making a dividend of six per cent, it must 
earn, therefore, an amount equal to a dividend of 
six and two thirds per cent, in any other State. This 
difference, however, is saved to the stockholders, or 
should be saved, as it cannot be taxed again against 
the owners of the stock. 

INCOME AND PROSPECTS OF THE KOAD. 

The annual income of the Road has been $16,084,10 
less than that of the preceding year. We have, 
notwithstanding, paid from it taxes amounting to 
$10,740,15; a charge of $5,341,80 to the Northern 
Railroad, towards contracts made for business with 
other Roads, the consideration of which is now paid 
in full, and is not a further charge on the Road ; and 
$21,447 towards the Manchester Depots. These sev- 
eral items amount to $37,528,95, and have been paid 
by the current income of the year, besides the pay- 
ment of two dividends of three per cent each. This 
statement would show an income of the Road of 
eight per cent, with a surplus of $7,528,95. 
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This result of the year's business^ taken in connec- 
tion with the present condition of the Road, and its 
equipment, furnishes us good reason to rely confi- 
dently on the value of our stock, and afibrds full 
assurance of a fair return on its investment 

The Water Power on its line, which is now unoccu- 
pied, is greater than what has been already improved, 
and it must be early brought into use. The popxQar 
tion of the Union doubles in twenty-five years, and 
its manufacturing business increases in about the same 
ratio. This business, for many years to come, must be 
done in New-England, and there is no location for this 
purpose so favorable as is found on our line of route. 
These circumstances render it quite certain that the 
valley of the Merrimack will shortly present one of 
the most densely peopled and thriving interior dis- 
tricts in the country, and will afibrd a permanent and 
profitable business to our Road. 

COMPETITION OF BIVAL ROUTES. 

There is but one drawback to this prospect, and 
that is that our business at Manchester and above is 
subject to the competition of a rival route to Boston. 
The opening of a new route was supposed by many 
to be desirable to the citizens of Manchester, but its 
effect has been to increase largely our prices of fare 
and freight, as the Stockholders in the Roads have 
not been inclined to throw away their investment 
by a ruinous competition. Temporary jealousies 
and collisions have however arisen, and are con- 
stantly hable to arise, and they cause more or less 
prejudice to the Roads, and diminish, in the minds of 
many, the value of their stock. 

In the present case each line runs its trains at the 
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same hour, to connect with the Upper Roads, and will 
probably continue to do so as long as their interests 
are adverse to each other. They thus run six dupli- 
cate trains to Boston, without giving any increased 
facility to the public, while a less number of trains, 
at diflferent hours, would better accommodate the 
public, and save a very heavy expense. Two Machine 
Shops are also now required by the Roads, and a 
much greater outlay for cars and machinery is neces- 
sary than if the lines were operated by a united 
interest. 

It is desirable that the fares of the Road should be 
kept as low as possible, in order that every encourage- 
ment should be given to the early improvement of the 
water power, and the increase of business on the 
route. This can only be eflFected by diminishing the 
unnecessary expenses arising from such competition ; 
and the only permanent mode by which it can be 
best secured is by a union of the Roads, if it can be 
made on just and equitable principles to all parties 
interested. 

Some of our most valuable stockholders have sup- 
posed the union of the Concord, and Manchester and 
Lawrence Roads might injure their interests as stock- 
holders in Roads situated below us on the old line of 
route. We have no belief it would be attended by 
any such result. We have a double track and level 
grades to Nashua, and our business with the cities of 
Lowell and Nashua, and with the Nashua and Wor- 
cester Road is so important, it would require the run- 
ning of frequent Trains to that point; and wherever 
trains are run, the interest of the united Roads would 
be to give to them the greatest amount of business 
possible. 
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There can be no division of trains made between 
the two lines to accommodate the necessary business, 
consistently with a true regard to economy, that 
would prejudice either line of route. There are fixed 
and natural circumstances that will make a fairer ap- 
portionment of such business than can ever be made 
by any arrangement of competing Roads; and we 
have full confidence that any apprehensions from this 
cause, by either of the lines below us, is without just 
grounds to sustain it. The connecting Roads above 
us have long since been active petitioners for aich 
an u|iion, as tending to diminish the expenses of the 
line, and to promote their interest, and that of the 
public, on all through business to and from Boston. 

DEPRECIATION OP RAILROAD STOCK. 

The last year has been marked for its general de- 
preciation of Railroad Stock. This has occasioned 
much anxiety to your Directors. The causes have, 
however, been general, depending on prevailing pub- 
lie sentiment, and can only be coimteracted by time. 

Whenever any great revulsion has occurred as to 
any one class of investments in the coxmtry, its efiect 
has been to depress them immoderately. This was 
the case with investments in banking institutions after 
the extensive failures of banks in 1837, and of the 
United States Bank in 1841 ; and it was many years 
before public confidence was restored, and invest- 
ments in such institutions became popular. 

The investments in Railroads have been attended 
with still more disastrous consequences. A few years 
since public sentiment as to this class of securities was 
far more erroneous than it now is. Our capitalists 
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eagerly sought inyestment in railroad stocks, bonds 
and mortgages. Numerous Koads, by this hot-bed 
process, were built up, often gready to the prejudice 
of the lines first established, which were constructed 
on capital stock actually paid in, and which were soon 
forced into competition with new, and, in many in- 
stances, bankrupt lines, built and managed often with 
great recklessness, and at an enormous loss. Such 
Boads ultimately came down with a cradi, impairing 
for the time all confidence in this class of securities, 
* and causing, in New-England alone, a total loss by 
lUdlroads of at least twelve millions of dollars ! 

The consequeiice has been that persons having 
money to invest, will not buy this class of stocks, and 
this will be the case until the public confidence — 
which is always of slow growth — is regained, and 
time has given assurance of the proper distinction be- 
tween paying and non-paying Roads. 

It is in vain to reason against such a state of 
things, or hope for any different result, until this dis- 
turbed state of public sentiment — which has been 
brought about by its own haste and improvidence — 
has had time to become calmed and quieted, or until, 
perhaps, failures in some other description of stocks 
shall cause persons to return to investments in those 
Railroads that shall live through the present crisis 
unharmed. 

Those stockholders who are under the necessity, 
for the time being, of disposing of their stock, will 
suffer by the depreciation, and we deeply regret their 
loss ; but we have the satisfaction to believe that most 
of our stockholders have purchased in the Road as a 
permanent investment, and will not be affected by 
this fluctuation in public opinion.

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There never has been a time^ looking at the Road 
either for the present, or prospectively, when, in our 
opinion, its stock has not been a very desirable invest- 
ment at its par value, and we believe its income will 
fully sustain us in this opinion. 

We have endeavored to give you information rela- 
tive to the true state and condition of the Road in all 
respects, that you may form your own judgment in 
relation to it. 

Stockholders, in such a state of depression of their 
stock, not unfrequently aggravate the evil by mani- 
ifesting a want of confidence in their Road at the 
very time when, of all others, confidence is required, 
and often when it is most justly deserved. 

We trust the same unanimity of opinion will exist 
among us as heretofore, and if all unite to promote 
and sustain our true interests, we have no hesitation 
in saying the Road will continue to maintain its high 
reputation for success and prosperity.

The Committee 
attended to this duty, assisted in their appraisal of the cars by 
Charles Kanlet, and their Reports are herewith submitted.

Gentlemen : We have, at your request, examined and appraised 
the Engines and Cars belonging to your Road, the stock in the Re- 
pair Shops, and the Wood, Sleepers and Lumber oq hand at the close 
of your financial year, March 81, 1856.

Your Engines are in good repair^ and well adapted to the business 
of the Eoad. 

Some of the Passenger Cars have been in use a good many yearsi 
and we have appraised them low accordingly. 

A large proportion of the Freight Cars are either nearly new^ or 
have been built over within two or three years. 

We found Wood which had been contracted for, and was in process 
of delivery, at several stations along the line of the Road, which we 
did not include in our measurement, as it had not been paid for at 
the time. 

The Eepair Shops of the Boad are large and convenient, equipped 
with a good supply of modern tools and machinery, and furnished 
with stock well suited to, and necessary for, making the repairs of 
the Boad with economy and despatoh. 

This appraisal has been made from our personal examination, 
inspection or measurement. We have followed the safe policy of 
appraising the property at its lowest value, and have no hesitation in 
stating that, in our opinion, it could not be replaced for cash at a 
less amount than estimated by as.

REPORT OF CHARLES RANLET. 



By request of the Committee appointed by the Directors of the 
Concord Railroad^ I attended and aided in the appraisal of the 
Freight and Passenger Cars belonging to that Road; and concur with 
them in the appraisal^ which was made by us at their lowest cash 
value*. 

The Cars were carefully and thoroughly examined by me^ with 
the exception of a very few which were absent with freight on a con- 
necting Boad. 

A large portion of the Freight Cars are nearly new, and the whole 
were in uncommonly good order, not exceeded (as I believe) by 
those of any other Eoad. The Cars were, for the most part^ built at 
the Concord Bailroad Shops, and are very thoroughly made. 

The Passenger Cars have been run some time, but a new Passen- 
ger Car is now nearly finished, which will make up for any deterio- 
ration in that class of Cars. ^ ^
